ST. PAUL’S PRO-CATHEDRAL. 
INDUSTRIAL FREEDOM, IMPORTANCE OF 
STANDING PAT AND MAKING NO COM- 
PROMISE WITH EVIL OF ANY SORT. 
At St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral yester- 
day morning Dean MacCormack 
preached a vigorous and courageous 
sermon against shiftiness in politics, 
morals or religion. He drew a portrait 
of Gamaliel as the opportunist of the 
Council of Jerusalem—type of the man 
who waits to see which way the cur- 
reht is setting and then follows it 
without much regard to his convic- 
tions. The dean went on to speak of 
the things which had made Los An- 
geles great and declared that the one 
fact which above all others had.con- 
tributed to make Los Angeles the most 
marvelously prosperous of American 
cities is the wide reputation which she 
has attained for being industrially 
free. The fact that industrial freedom 
prevails here, that there is no tyranny 
over workingmen or employers, that a 
man can sell his labor as he chooses 
“and to whom he chooses without dic- 
tation, has brought thousands of in- 
dustrious workers here and millions of 
capital. It is the greatest asset of Los 
Angeles and has been won by a long, 
steadfast, unswerving and determined 
fight against the powers of evil. If 
there had been any compromise, any 
shifting at any time, this industrial 
freedom could not have been secured 
and preserved. The men who have 
won this condition have not becn op- 
portunitsts, but have always faced one 
way. By the same sort of steadfast- 
ness the campaign to put down the 
race-track in this State was carried 
‘to victory for the flag of righteous- 
ness. Other evils must be met and 
conquered with the same spirit. The 
fight against the abuses of the liquor 
traffic. the most dangerous and most 
puzzling traffic to regulate in the 
world today, and the endless battle 
against the hosts of sin must be con- 
ducted on the “no-compromise, no- 
surrender principle.

The disposition to shun death is not 
peculiar to man; it is the law of nature. |

from death. The law of self-preser- 
vation is properly said to be the first 
law of nature. The lower animals, | 
like man, have sensation, an appre- 
ciation of pain; but all these things 
are much more pronounced in human- 
ity than in the lower animals; and the 
lower the form of life the more slight | 
are these sensations.

HAT Wh WOULD LOSE. 

Arithmetic may be disregarded by a 
Senator who prefers his own figures of 
rhetoric, but if John D. Works is besotted 
with his own conceited individuality the 
constable of public opinion ought to take 
him by the collar and shake him into at 
least a temporary sobriety. 

He has announced in a published letter 
his determination to vote for reciprocity 
and to vote in favor of tariff reduction on 
goods manufactured in the New England 
and Middle States, although the inevitable 
result of such a course will be to array the 
Senators from those States in favor of plac- 
ing citrus fruit on the free list. He de- 
fends his position by saying that his “con- 
science” {which did not prevent him from 
obtaining his toga by violating law, vio- 
lating pledges, and purchasing his Sena- 
torial seat with promises of office) is so 
sensitive that it will not permit him to fol- 
low the practice that has prevail for 
three-quatters of a céntury, and in which 
Henry Clay and James G. Biaine and other 


duties upon a basis of mutual concessions, 
which Senator Works loftily characterizes 
as “swaps.” 
_ Let us see what the non-swapping atti- 
tude of Works is liable to cost the farm- 
ers and citrus orchardists of California. 
First, with respect to reciprocity with 
Canada. Seven hundred thousand tons of 
barley were raised in California in 1910. 
Of this amount 400,000 tons were consumed 
at home and 300,000 tons were shipped to 
points east of the Rocky Mountains. The 
farmers of California received net for their 
barley’ an average of $28 per ton. They 
were protected from Canadian competition 
by a duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem. If 
_the reciprocity treaty shall be passed and 
barley placed on the free list, the eastern 


California barley is reduced 30 per cent., or 
$8.40 per ton. The loss on 700,000 tons 
- would be $5,800,000, to which loss, or any 
‘part thereof which might be suffered, Sen- 
ator Works proposes to contribute by his 
vote in favor of the treaty. 

If in the readjustment of the tariff lem- 
ons and oranges shall be placed on the free 
list, as they surely will be if a California 
Senator shall anger and disgust eastern 
Senators by his assumption of a high- 
browed virtue that will not permit him to 
“gwap,” then the result to the leading in- 
dustry of Southern California will be utterly 
and irremediably digastrous. In 1910 there 
were shipped east 32,114 carloads, or 481,110 
tons, or 13,471,880 boxes of ckKrus fruit. 
With citrus fruit on the free list the eastern 
market would be largely supplied from 
Sicily, Cuba and Mexicd, and the annval 


j loss to the growers of California would 


be millions. If they should lose the whole 
market it would be $26,000,000. They 
would certainly lose half this amount. 

Is the pulchritude of this conceited crea- 
ture, who has unfortunately been chosen 
‘to répresent us at Washington, worth 
$6,000,000 to the barley growers and $26,000,- 
000 to the citrus orchardists of this State, 
or half these amounts? The question is 
too grave to be treated other than seriously. 
The prosperity of our city, the prosperity of 
our State, the homes of thousands of our 
people are seriously imperiled by this 
bumptious braggart who proposes to indulge 
his alleged “conscientiousness” at the cost 
of those whom he calls “my people.” Is it 
not time for of trade and cham- 
bers of commerce and leading citizens and 
mass meetings to begin making the wires 
hot’ with remonstrances? 


HE LARGEST YET. 

We are now exporting manufactures at 
the rate of more than $1,000,000,000 a year, 
the total for March, 1911, being $84,844,851, 
says the Bureau of Statistics. This resuk is 
about $15,000,000 more than in March, 1910. 
For the nine months ended March, 1911, the 
totals of these exports by classes are:

Besides this we sent abroad in March $23,- 
777,994 wrth of “foodstuffs partly or wholly 
manufactured,” and in the nine months end- 
ed March, $206,185,453 worth. Including 
this, the total for the nine months exceeds 
$862,000,000, or 54.89 per cent. of our total 
of $1,595,774,059, less the $25,000,- 
worth of foreign merchandise re-ex- 
ported. 

These are the largest results in this line 
of exports—manufactures—ever attained in 
our history.

either army. The planters are helpless and 
their broad acres remain untilled. The 
small farmer is under a two-fold handicap. 
Business in the land is too badly crippled 
for him to secure credit for seed and he 
is afraid to invest any small savings he 
may chance to have in a crop which one 
of the opposing armies may either destroy 
or confiscate. 
For the present Mexico fights and fears, 
and the excitement of the momept swal- 
lows all forethought of the morrow. The 


*tomorrow will come, gaunt-eyed and full of 


want. It will come swiftly and there will 
be no bread in the land. Those who are 
rich will buy imported food at a three-fold 
price, and those who are poor will remain 
hungry. With the railroad service ~cut to 
pieces it will be difficult to import the need- 
ed things to the more interior points, and 


this will increase the heavy tax which must |. 


be borne by every man in Mexico who buys 
a loaf of bread. 

The war cloud casts a heavy shadew upon 
the land, but the threat of famine is a 
shadow of even more terrible magnitude. 
In & war men are siain, but in times of 
famine helpless women and children per- 
ish. The revolt in the army of Madero 
presents an aspect that was to have been 
«xpected, and if the uprising continues for 
long the revolutionary party will find itself 
divided into three parts and maybe more. 

The hardships of war will so unsettle the 
naturally restless Latin soldiers that am- 
bitious and cunning leaders will be able to 
make personal capital out of the distress 
of their followers. Madero is not the only 
man in Mexico willing to become President 
of tne land. Nejther is wrozco. Besides 
the politically ambitious there will arise in 
many localities guerrilla chieftains who will 
exploit their own land like jackals and like 
vultures. Between the politician without 
conscience and the bandit without heart 
Mexico will be torn to shreds during the 
days of the revolt. These are sad times 
for that afflicted country, and lucky indeed 
that land will be if it escapes a long reign 
of anarchy that will feed upon its vitals 
like a flery plague. 

Americans who are in the interior are 
praying that the United States shal! not in- 
tervene. It is their opinion that both réb- 
els and Federals would regard intervention 
as a blow at their own interests, and they 
feel that such a movement on the part of 
this country would result in the immediate 
slaughter of hundreds of Americans who 
are now temporary residents of Mexican 
cities.

THE INVASION OF BRITAIN 


BY THE LATTER DAY SAINTS. 
BY MARSHALL D. TAYLOR. 

Great Britain is convulsed over the Mor- 
mon propaganda, which is a menace to the 
morality of all pure-thinking peoples. So in- 
censed are the people of England against the 
activities of the Mormon missionaries that 
riots have occurred at Birkenhead and other 
towns in Lancashire. 

Winston Churchill, British Home Secre 
tary, announced im Parliament the other 
day that his department had instituted an 
exhaustive investigation into the activities 
of the Mormons now in England. The 
Home Secretary has called for reports from 
the Chief Constables of the principal towns 
of Great Britain and he is seeking infor- 
mation from European embassies as to the 
state of affairs on the continent. 

Mayor Frost of Macclesfield has taken up 


‘the cudgels and has warned every house- 


holder in his city, by means of printed 
pamphlets, against the Mormon propa- 
ganda. This was not done on his own fnl- 
tiative, but after a full discussion with the 


- Watch Committee, who came to the con- 


clusion that Mormonism was a serious 
menace to the morality of Great Britain. 

Liverpool is the center of Mormon ac- 
tivity in England. There are branches of 
the church in Birmingham, Bristol, Hull, 
leeds, London, Manchester, Newcastle, 
Norwich, Nottingham, Sheffield, and 
throughout Ireland and Scotiand.. But the 
work of these Mormon missionaries goes 
far beyond these centers. Mormons’ have 
appeared in the Berkshire villages around 
Newbury and are strenuoously at work in 
Watford. They’ are all seeking “young 
women converts.” 

According to Mormon reports, of 963 con- 
verts. baptised in England last year, 493 
went to Utah. The {mmigration commis 


sioner at Boston-reports that over 700 Mor- 


mon neophytes entered that port last year 
from Europe, the majority being women. 

Various suggestions have been offered of 
methods to mitigate this evil. It has been 

to make it a criminal offense to 
preach Mormonism in Great Britain, and 
to treat Mormon proselytisers as undesir- 
able aliens. 

The Bishops of Liverpool, Birmingham 
and Manchester support this anti-Mormon 
movement. Canon Denton Thompson, rec- 
tor of Birmingham, wishes to know why the 
president of the Mormon Church has five 


| wives and forty-three children. 


Rev. J. P. Wilson, rector of Heywood, 
Lancashire, took drastic measures to rid 


his town of this scourge. In company with 


Rev. T. M. Tozer, and followed by an im- 
mense crowd of men, these two Episcopal 
ministers entered the Mormon meeting: 
house and demanded that the proselytisers 
leave the city at once. Seeing the crowd 
of determined men waiting outside to in- 
force these requests, the Mormons reluc- 
taintly left. 
 Anti-Mormonism alarm and activity aré 
not confined to Great Britain. Mary J. 
Wooley, president of Mount Holyoke Col- 
lege, at the semi-centennial celebrations of 
the Woman’s Foreign Missio . Society 
in New York, proposed a resolution which 
was unanimously carried, “resenting as an 
insult to womanhood the existence of the 
Mormon body in our land.” , ; 
Germany forbids the Mormons to preach 
their pernicious doctrine in that country. 


Great Britain will undoubtedly follow suit, . 


as will all decent, respectable’ people 
throughout the civilized world. 

It was through the energy of an Ameri- 
can, Hans P. Freece, himself the son of 
a Mormon father and plural wife, that 
Britishers have been so stirred up. 
mere fact that the government of t 
country has been set in motion against the 
Mormon mission in England bodes ill for 
all polygamists. 

Brigham Young was uncommonly shrewd 
when he enfranchised the women of Utah. 
He knew that by doing so he gave five 
votes to a Mormon who had four wives. 
For it is by the votes of the women that 
the Mormon church is sustained in power. 

At present, of the 350,000 inhabitants of 
Utah, about 275,000 are Mormons. As the 
mines are being developed and the railroads 
extended, gentile settlers are pouring in at 
such a rate that the Mormon supremacy will 
soon be gone unless Mormon immigration 
is stimulated. 

As pure American girls and women re- 
fuse to be gulled into joining the Mormon 
church by false promises, women of other 
nationalities have been sought after with 
considerable success. A righteous wave of 
indignation has spread over the length and 
breadth of Christendom since ex-Speaker 
Cannon exposed the inner workings of 
the Mormon church in one of the leading 
magazines of this country. Mormonism is 
now on the defensive. j 

Any religion which winks at polygamy 
ean not in any sense of the word be termed 
“saintly.” How the Mormons ever came to 
name themselves Latter Day Saints is past 
comprehension. Even ans usuw- 
ally revolt at polygamy, as the Koran for- 
bids plural wives unless a Mussulman can 
treat each with the utmost impartiality, 
which, as all men know, is impossible. 

Heads of families and young Women 
especially must be on their guard in refer- 
ence to practices which are denounced by 
Christian denominations throughout the en- 
tire world. [Teople who may feel disposed 
to accept the Mormon teachings ought to 
make the fullest inquiries before being led 
into courses which y may live to regret. 


SAN FRANCISCO’S FATAL POLICY. 


It is to be feared that the change in the 
ownership* of the Risdon Iron Works can 
hardly be taken as #n augury of the return 
of the manufacturing trade to San Fran- 
cisco. The causes that drove the trade 
away are just as strong as ever they were 
to keep it away. The new owners may do 
a certain amount of repair work, and they 
may use the place as a receiving depot, or 
they may be content simply to hold it 
against the advent of better times in the 
labor world, but it can hardly be supposed 
that they have gone out of their way to 
purchase an industrial war. The steel trade 
is slack enough just now, even under favor- 
able labor conditions. There is no immediate 
demand for new plants even where they 
can be operated peacefully. It is therefore 
hardly likely that any manufacturing con- 
cern will court a conflict simply for the pur-

‘Speaker Refutes Statement That 
the American Churches is Ix. «¢ 
Its Hold on Public, and Declares 
That It is Stronger Today Than 
Ever Before in History. | : 


The happiness of those who have 
their first home came to more than 
200 members of the Church of the 
Messiah yesterday afternoon. This 
organization is composed of the Con- 
gregationalists residing on Arlington 
Heights, and the pretty temple which 
hey yesterday set aside for worship is 
the fruit of their church labors for 
four years. 

Rev. Stanley Ross Fisher, the pas- 
tor, at the dedicatory services, and 
Rev. J. tl. Maile, who delivered the 
principal address, spoke with appre- 


the twenty-four charter members of 
the congregation and by those who 
have since joined that little band in 
their efforts to support a growing 
church. Last night there was a spe- 
clal service for young people addressed 
by President Blaisdell of Pomona Col- 
lege. 

At the morning service, Rev. J. H. 
Willams of Redlands dclivered the 
dedicatory sermon. The theme was 
“The Ascendency of Christianity and 
the Churth of Christ.” The church 
of today he believed to be stronger 
in all qualities than ever before in 
history. He found it more spiritual, 
more intellectual, more wholesomely 
social and of institutional benefit to 
humanity than in previous genera- 
tions, and he found it backed by a 
financial support which gave it the 
courage and the capacity of large 
undertakings. 

“Some of our popular magazines are 
printing articles lately to the effect 
that the American churches are los- 
ing their hold upon the public.” he 
said. “This attitude seems to be a 
fad with?many modern magazine 
editors. Yet most of these articles 
are very superficially written. Just a 
glance at the work of the church dur- 
ing the last decadeewould convince all 
doubters concerning the progress of 
religious work and teachings of the 
Christian church of this country. Sta- 
tistigs show that more than one-quar- 
ter of the population of the United 
States is affiliated with the Christian 
church. There are today 11,400,000 
Sunday-school scholars in this coun- 
try, and a voluntary force of Sunday- 
school teachers greater by 100.000 
than the entire force of teachers in 
our public schools. The various Chris- 
tian churches of America represent a 
capitalization of $12,000,000.000, a 
sum too large to comprehend. Te 
sustain the activities of these churches 
requires an annual expenditure of 
more than $500,000,000, or $10,000.000 
a week. If this seems to be a selfish 
expenditure, then consider the fact 
that $20,000,000 are given for the 
cause of foreign missionary work and 
$20,006,000 more for the needy ones 
of our home country.

RAIN AND HAIL 
‘SURPRISE PARTY. 


Remarkable Precipitation Is 
Record For Freaks. 


Big Hailstones and Much 
_ Water Pelt Picnickers. 


Heavy Fall in County Great 
Benefit to Crops. 


If yesterday's little shower did mar 
the day from the standpoint of Sun- 
day recreation-hunters, it at least fur- 
nished material for wonderment. 
Half an hour of rain, with a few hail- 
stones thrown in, on May 14, in Los 
Angeles, does not pass unnoticed. 

It took the government Weather 
Bureau quite by surprise, as well as 
the public in general. The forecaster 
is unable to account for the storm 
in any way except to say that it is 
one of the freak rains which some- 
times come without warning, at this 
time of the year. 

The rainfall was remarkable for 
more than merely its presence at this 
time of the year. While in the busi- 
ness section it was of but a few min- 
utes’ duration and was insufficient to 
register on the gauge, the outlying 
portions received a more generous 
soaking. In the western and south- 
ern parts of the city the precipitation 
was nearly continuous for three- 
quarters of an hour. 

The most remarkable demonstra- 
tion of the freaky weather was that 
involuntarily witnessed by picnic 
parties in the upper Arroyo Seco. The 
fall, according to some of the 


to town, was almost in the nature of 
a cléudburst. Rain fell in torrents 
for nearly half an hour, varied at 
intervals by the fall of hailstones 
stated to be as large as cherries. — 
While in the downtown part of the 
city, only 0.01 of an inch of rain fell, 
making 16.16 inches for the season, 
tches received last night from 
other Southern California points re- 
port a much greater pfecipitation. 

At Pomona 1.38 inches of 
fell, breaking the record for May 
storms at that town. A fine rain be- 
gan at 3 o'clock in the morni and 
continued practically all day. Of this, 
0.11 of an inch fell before:'7 o'clock 
in the morning. 

It was no gentle spring sprinkle 
that struck Azusa, but one of the 
fiercest storms of the season. Thunder 
and lightning frightened many of the 
residents. The electric current wires 
were struck, and the town was in 
darkness a part of last night. 

Claremont came in for a precipita- 
tion of 1.06 inches, making a total 
rainfall of 22.28 inches for the sea- 
son there. Much benefit will result 
to crops.

IGHLAND PARK 
AFTER NORMAL. 


OPTION TO BE OFFERED STATE 
AS SITE FOR SCHOOL. 


Twenty Acre Tract in Arroyo Seco 
to Be Urged Before Board as the 
Logical Locus of Proposed New 
Institution by Reason of Its Open 
Air Facilities. 


Thureday morning Charles M. Wil- 
liams, of Garvanza, will go before the 
State Normal School board to present 
an option on twenty acres of land at 
Avenue 52 and the Arroyo Seco, to- 
gether with an array of reasons why 
the Highland Park site is especially 
attractive for normal school pur- 
poses. Mr. Williams closed the op- 
tion for the property Saturday night 
and will guarantee the State board 
that the cost will come within the 
$100,000 appropriated by the last 
Legislature for the purchase of a new 
site for this school. 

The two best arguments which the 
Arroyo site residents have to propose 
are that the arroyo offers an immense 
playground vast natural am- 
phitheater for air study, and that the 
entire community already forms what 
is cqnsidered an ideal college settle- 
ment. 

The big concrete bridge now in 
process of construction, between Gar- 
vanza and South Pasadena, opens the 
arrowo as a park for a distance of 
two miles. This stretch of grass and 
timberland, they say, would offer the 
normal pupils exceptional opportuni- 
ties for air and exercise. 

Williams and his associates will urge 
upon the board that those most in- 
terested in public education are em- 
phasizing the open-air feature of 
school work. If the Highland Park 
site is selected they guarantee every 
student a sycamore, or a live oak 
of his own beneath which to study. 

One feature of the arroyo as a park 
for students, say they, is that it con- 
tains specimens of animal, vegetable, 
and mineral life, which pupils can 
study at first hand. This is claimed to 
be vastly superior for botanical, zoo- 
logical, or geological purposes, to 
anything that could be produced arti- 
fically at the expenditure of a large 
fortune. 

Other features to be presented are 
the desirable, altitude, and that they
